Says Rights

John Stennis, D-Miss., argued 
to the Senate today that the 
civil rights bill would make the

over the corresponding figure 
at the beginning of 1963. The 
dollar 
benefit amounts 
total 


more than 1% million dollars 
yearly. 


Retired workers are the larg- 


est single group of social secur- 
ity beneficiaries in the county. 
There are 1439 in this group and 
they receive $84,281 each month 
in retirement benefits. 


In releasing the figures, Mr. 


Blackwood pointed out that the 
social security benefits are im- 


portant to the community as 
well as to the people who re- 
ceive them. Almost every dol- 
lar of social security benefits 
coming into the county is spent 
each month in local businesses 
for food, clothing, shelter, and 
other essentails. This has a sta- 
bilizing effect on the local eco- 
nomy. 


Mr. Blackwood forecast that 


the number as social security 
beneficiaries will continue to 
increase in the future, but at a 
much slower rate than in the 
past 10 years. He said that na- 
tionally the social security bene- 
fit rolls increased from about 
5 million people in 1954 to more 
than 19 milion at the end of 
1963. 
The rapid growth in the 


beneficiary population resulted 
from major amendments to the 
Social Security Act from 1950 
through 1961.

their fellow men and trying to 
appreciate his position." 


He said that as long as racial 


discrimination exists, "We are 
going to have protests and we 
are entitled to protest and peti- 
tion 
under our 
constitutional 


rights." 


But he expressed the view 


that Senate action "with reason- 
able 
dispatch" 
on the 
civil 


rights bill would "bring those 
protests and bring those peti- 
tions and bring those disturb- 
ances from the streets and the 
alleys 
into the courts where 


they belong." 


In the political sphere, John- 


son said he expects the presi- 
dential campaign to be "a hard 
fight, a difficult one." And he 
drew laughter by adding, "I 
would hope that it wouldn't be 
too close." 


Reminded that a poll of edi- 


tors indicated broad expecta- 
tion of a Johnson victory at the 
polls, the President commented, 
"I hope that they feel in No- 
vember as they do in April.''
